Anthracite Situation Uncertain. 


Regarding the anthracite conference Mr. 
Mitchell would say nothing except, “ Until I 
arrive in New York and meet Mr. Baer and 
other anthracite, operators I can make no 
prediction concerning the possible outcome of 
the meeting. 

Other members of the anthracite scale com- 
mittee refused also to discuss the position 
which they will take. It was learned, how- 
ever, indirectly that the list of demands 
which were rejected at the former confer- 
ence by the operators will be modified. Presi- 
dent Mitchel probably will insist upon an 


open clause providing for recognition of the, 
union at all hazards. 


If any compromis 
is offered it will be in the way of wages. 

After the meeting in New York wit 
anthracite operators the result will have to 
be réported to the convention of anthracite 
miners to be held either in Shamokin, Wi 
barre, or Scranton. 

President Mitchell feels confident that a 
stampede will begin early next week among 
the big operators. The first signs of a break, 
he declares, will come it. Ohio and in western 
Pennsylvania, where the big mines of the 
Pittsburg Coal company will be running 
under a double force by the end of next 
week, 

TIilinois is regarded as the field where the 
chief battle of the great industrial war will 
be fought, Thedetermination of the big oper- 
ators in that state is firmer than elsewhere 
because of special grievances against condi- 
tions imposed by the miners’ organization, 
Matched on the other side of the struggle, 
too, is the strongest branch of the United 
Mineworkers with nearly a million dollars 
in its treasury. 


Miners’ Plan of Campaign. 

All day President Mitchell was closeted in 
the offices of the United Mineworkers with 
the national executive board. In the meet- 
ing plans for the conduct of the strike were 
discussed. 

A long debate ensued over the most im- 
portant of the problems to be considered— 
viz: the questioh of how many men should be 
allowed to remain at work In order to protect 
the property at the mines, It was decided 
not to order out the engineers, firemen, or 
pumpmen. In addition, a certain number of 
mine set eee e will be permitted to 
remain at their posts for emergency. 

Any attempt on the part of an operator, 
however, to start his mining operations will 
result in the order to dll of the employés at 
that mine to stop work at once. 

The second important order {¢sued by the 
national executive board consisted in instrus- 
tions to district officials to guard against 
violence, rioting, or the destruction of prop- 
erty by strikers. Either tomorrow or Mon- 
day a general proclamation may be sent out 
appealing to the men to observe peace and re- 
questing them to remain as much as possible 
in their homes. 

Although the board members realize that 
the strike into which the union is going prom- 
iges to be one of the most serious conflicts in 
the history of the country they ere all deter- 
mined, from President chell down, to use 
every effort and means to prevent lawlessness 
and vandalism.

NO LETTER FROM PRESIDENT. 


Did Show One from Governor Written 
to Aid Archbishop Ireland; 


VIENNA, March 81.—Mrs. Bellamy Storer, 
wife of the retiring American ambassador, 
denies emphatically that she used a letter 
from President Roosevelt to further the cam- 
paign of Archbishop Ireland to secure a cardi- 
nalship. 

It was the alleged use of such a letter which 
impelled President Roosevelt to recall Am- 
bassa dor Storer so summarily. 

At first Mrs. Storer declined to make any 
statement in regard to the ambassador's re- 
call or the charges made by the president. 
Today she changed her mind, saying: 

“ After consultation and following the ad- 


vies of many of our friends, particularly that 


of the marquis de Reverseaux, the French 
ambassador, I have decided to formally deny 
that I ever abused a letter of President 
Roosevelt, as has been asserted. , 


No Letter from President. 

“The president has never written me on 
the subject of Archbishop Ireland except tn a 
letter last December upon another subject. 
Mr. Roosevelt, when governor of New York 
wrote me a letter in 1000, to which the report 
presumably alludes. 

* This letter was written to me so that } 
might show it to Cardinal Rampolla, then 
papal secretary of state, In order to convince 
the vatican of the friendly attitude of prom- 
inent Americans toward Archbishop Ire- 
land's policy. It was all done to help our gov- 
ernment in its relations with the Philippines. 
I sent Cardinal Rampolla a copy of only halt 
of the letter, because the other half was pure- 
ly personal. 

„ That is all I wish to say about the mat- 
ter. Neither my husband nor myself is going 
is indulge in recriminations against the 
president. We will wait and see what the 
authorities at Washington think right to 
publish about the matter. If they publish 
their reasons for the recall of Mr. Storer, we 
have many proofs of the right being on our 
ai 

Letter from Gov. Roosevelt. 

The letter of Mr. Roosevelt, who then was 
governor of New York, Gated 1900, le as tol 
lows: 

“I have just received your letter. I need 
not say what a pleasure it would be for me 
to do anything for Archbishop Ireland. You 
know how bigh a regard I have always felt 
for bim. He represents the type of Cat holl- 
cism which. in my opinion, must prevail in 
the United States if the Catholic churoh is to 
attain its full measure of power and useful- 
ness with our people and our form of gov- 
ernment. 

„ absolutely agree with what Judge Taft 
says to you in bie letter of March 20 with 
relation to that part of this problem which 
affects the Philippines, dut the problem 4s 
a whole affects the United States as a whote.

ton, in the long run, result in disaster just as 
certainly e a similar course in political af - 
faire. 1 may add that the bigoted opponents 
of Catholicism are those most anxious to see 
triumph within the ranks of Catholicism this 
reactionary spirit and the throwing out of 
men who have shown broad liberalism and 
Americanism in their policy.

“Of course, I do not feel justified in nter. 

fering in any Way, directly or indirectly, in 


the matter at the vatican, but it is only 
fair in reaponse to your letters that I should 


write you fully and frankly of my great 
appreciation of Archbishop [Ireland and 
of my firm conviction that the real future 
of the Catholic church in America rests with 
those who, in = main, work along his 
lines. 

Tou may be interested to know of the 
large percentage of Catholics, without ex- 
ception, men standing as high in capacity 
as in integrity, whom I have placed on va- 
rious important commissions in this state. 

“ So much for that part of my letter that 
is in direct answer to the main part of 
yours. I do not know whether it will be of 
any assistance or not, but I hope so. I need 
not tell you that it is @ pleasure to write it 
or to do anything else you desire me to do 
if it is in my power. 

“You must have a hard time in Madrid, 
and I earnestly hope that the signai devo- 
tion to the good of the country which you 
and Bellamy have shown will result in its

Sends Love to Bellamy. 
Mr. Roosevelt's letter then refers to his 


efforts to avoid the nomination for the vice 


presidency, and conchides, “ With leve to 
Bellamy, faithfully yours, Theodore Roose- 
velt. 

Mr. Storer was much improved today. His 
physicians have recommended the Carisbaé 
cure, but Mr. and Mrs. Storer have resolved 
not to leave Vienna before June.

ALGECIRAS, March 81. The Morocco 


conference completed ite labors today. 
France and Germany, after Diekering since 
Jan. 16, are in accord on the bank and police 
questions. No other issues were important. 

The consummation of the work in the con- 
ference was announced in the following or- 
ficial communication: 

“The conference has terminated its la- 
bors and accord is establishe@upon all points. 
It has adopted a definitive text of the re- 
maining articles concerning the state bank 
and customs. The final article, regulating 
the distribtition of police at ports, was 
adopted. from the Russian draft. By it 
France wil lpollce four ports—-Mogador, 
Sein, Magazan, and Rabat—and Spain two 
Tetuan and Larache. France and Spain to- 
gether will police Tangier and Casablanca, 
subject to an inspector of police. The Dutch 
delegate announced that his government d- 
clined to appoint an officer, The conference 
has appointed a special committee to revise 
the texts of the agreement. This committee 
will meet on Monday to consider the final 
fogmalities of the protocol.“ 

Thus ends a controversy which ten months 
ago threatened to plunge Europe into war. 


French Eyes Long on Morocco, 

France has for years. designed to make 
Morocco an integral part of her African em- 
pire. Had Germany not intervened Morocco 
beyond question would have — the fate 
of Tunis, 

It required several years of segetiaiion for 
France to bring the Mediterranean powers to 
consent to her designs in Morocco. It was 
not until April, 1904, that King Edward, by 
a sefies of masterly diplomatic strokes, 
brought about the entente cordiale between 
Great Britain and France by which England 
consented to France having a free hand 
in Morocco. 


France Applies Pressure. 

France immed y began pressure upon 
Morocco for the ification of the frontier 
tribes, a policy which inevitably would have 
led to the occupation of Morocco by French 
troops. 

Then followed the kaiser’s sensational visit 
to Tangier and his announcement that Ger- 
many would guarantee the independence of 
Morocco. This amounted to a challenge to 
France. 

M. Delcasse, the French minister of for- 
eign affair’, took up the challenge, and for 
several weeks it was feared that France and 
Germany might come to blows over the 
kaiser’s interruption of a policy to which 
France has held steadfastly for years. After 
months of anxious negotiations France and 
Germany agreed to submit the whole Moroc- 
co question to «nm international congress. 

The conference met on Jan. 16. Germany 
insisted on a declaration of Moroccan inde- 
pendence, equal commercial privileges 
all nations, international control of the 
roccan police and the Moroccan state bank. 
France was compelled at the outset to agree 
to respect Moroccan independence.

Sena 
tor Foraker bases his opposition to the Hep- 
burn railroed rate bill on President Roose 
velt’s own appeal to congress and upon Geo- 

Taft's interpretation of the. n. 
dent’s railroad policy. 

This fact is brought out in the tar 

letter, received here today, replying Ao the 
joint resolution of the Oblio legislature: ask- 
ing him to vote fora bill eonforming to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s views on the railroad rate 
question. 
To prove that he is in conformity with 
the president’s views,“ he quotes from the 
latter’s message to congress on Dee. 6, 1904, 
favoring rate legislation. “ subject to judictal 
review.“ He also quotes Secretary Taft to 
the same purport. 


Quotes President Roosevelt. .

Moody Wrote Amendment. 


As a result of more than an hour’s careful 
consideration the brief and almost epigram- 
matic os nament I have given at the open- 
ing of this dispatch was prepared by Attor- 
ney General Moody in conjunction with In- 
terstate Commerce Commissioners Knapp 
and Prouty. It was accepted by the presi- 
dent and all of the advisers he had called 
into the conference. It was decided that it 
would be well to have it presented at once 
to the senate and in recognition of the splen- 
did work done by Senator Long of Kansas 
it was agreed that the honor of introducing 
it should be given to him. 

Of course, the other features of the ad- 
ministration program will follow from time 
to time, but it is desired that this aniend- 
ment should be adopted or defeated before 
any attempt is made to agree on other 80 
tions of the proposed railway measure. 

The Long amendment, it will be observed, 
does not go into the question of interlocu- 
tory orders nor attempt to define the dura- 
tion of suspending a rate fixed by the com- 
mission. These other features will be em- 
bodied in separate amendments. Until the 
bare question of the right of review by the 
court is settled by the senate it would be 
idle to attempt to define the authority of 
interlocutory orders and temporary injunc- 
tions, Besides that much of the value of a 
temporary injunction and the method of its 
application is dependent upon the general 
rules of practice of the United States court, 
and it is believed that in applying them the 
court will necessarily be guided by the let- 
ter and the spirit of the law it is interpreting. 


Terms of Long Amendment. 


/ Under the terms of the Long amendment 
several important things are comprehended 


In spite of its brevity. The president has 


been for some time convinced, for instance, 
that it was unwise to fix a specific time 
within which the order of the commission 
shall go into effect. 

Railroad men and others pointed out in 
some cases it would be wise to make the 
order effective almost at once and in other 
cases to give an extremely long time for 
preparation. The: Long amendment leaves 
it within the discretion of the commission 
as to when its order shall become effective, 

Furthermore, the commission is given au- 
thority to fix the limit of the operation of 
that rate at any time within two years, so 
that it will be able to make temporary rates 
to meet particular emergencies. 

In the distinct court review section of the 
Long amendment it is intended to give to 
the courts specific authority to review the 
action of the commission, not as te whether 
the rate in question was reasonable or un- 
reasonable, or whether it would pay divi- 
dends on watered stock, but merely whether 
the commission had acted within its consti- 
tutional authority or whether the rate, if 
put into effect, would tend to confiscate the 
property of the. railroads and thus violate 
the familiar prohibition of the constitution 
of the United States against taking property 
withou due process of law 


Court Jurisdiction Limited. 


There is in the long amendment also a dis- 
tinct recognition of the rights of the Cir- 
cuit court to suspend an order of the commis- 
sion fixing a rate. The jurisdiction of the 
court being limited in effect to the constitu- 
tional question, however, no circult judge 
would suspend an order unless there was a 
prima facie case presented to him so strong 
as to raise the presumption that therate was 
confiscatory and shoula be temporarily get

, Where you ¢an get this for a blouse, you can al- 
ways be sure of something becoming, and which in- 
variably attracts the artistic eye The elbow sleeves 
in blouses are feats of elaborateness. There is always 
a puff at the top, as a rule, extremely short. Below this 
is often put on a fancy lace band, a couple of inches 
deep, and made like a cuff, finished round with a narrow 
edge and buttoned up the back with tiny buttons and 
loops. This is above the elbow frequently. 

A pretty way of dealing with a silk or linen blouse, 
which is supposed to go with a skirt to match, is to make 
the short cuff turning up well above the elbow. The 
sleeve ts left a little wide at the bottom, and an under- 
sleeve of lace ig worn, but not to the wrist as of old. It 
just nicely covers the bend of the elbow, where it fits 
pretty tight.

Pretty Ways with Tulle. 


TULLE pompon to matoh the hair, sur- 
mounted with an aigrette or osprey and held 
together with a sparkling rhinestone pin, is 
the newest thing for evening wear and one 
which helps wonderfullly in building up the 
waves of a scanty colffure.

Sand in Ampie 8 

Is necessary for rooting slips and cuttings 
during „ spring. All the clippings from 
the fuchias and other plants that are cut 
back as they are taken from the cellar. as 


well as the slips broken from the garden 


plants in order to keep them shapely, may be 
stuck in the sand box or a dish of moist sand 
and many thrifty little plants will thus be 
revted from slips that would otherwise be 
wasted. If the sand has not been provided in 
advance it will pay to secure it from the 
fiorist. 

‘Do not use the usual flower pot for the 
rooting process, but a dish without drainage. 
La; the slips on the sand, sypporting them 
against the side of the dish; caver two or 
three layers of the slip or cutting with a 
shallow layer of sand and keep it slightly 
moist at all times. As soon as small rootlets: 
appear the cutting will be ready to pot. 

A close search and severe measures will be 
reeded to rout the mealy bug after he

COOL COMFORT—One of the best uses 
to put preserved cherries to is to pound them 
with lee chopped to a ‘snow into a quick, 
home made sherbet. One never is at a loss’ 
for a good cup to offer. Do not use canned 
cherries nor jam. The cherries must de 
full favored or they will not do. Have the 
serving cup cold; also the fruit. Put one- 
third of pounded ice, one tablespoon of cher- 
ries, and the same of the juice; cover with 
pounded ice. Set them on the ice block or 
serve at once. It is a delicious mixture re- 
quiring only the knack.“ but it does re- 
quire the knack. Pineapples, fresh only, 
raspberries, and other preserved fruits will 
do, but cherries must have their own flavor 
unweighted by too heavy sirup. They re- 
quire no addition of wine or spice. 


CATAWBA CUP te a delicate drink that 
can be made more dainty by the use of one 
of two good methods. To two quarts of 


iced water add one pint of catawba, the 
juice. of four lemons, and two large Florida 
oranges. Take out seeds and chop rinds to 
small cubes, with sugar to taste. And this: 

Instead of using the catawba for strength 
and to be pronounced, use it for flavors, like 
vanilla or rose water, Use the same amount 
of cold water and the other ingredients and 
only wine enough to give it a catawbe flavor. 
It will be found delicious and for a delicate 
taste best of all. 

GREEN APPLES make another good 
“cup.” They should be boiled, steamed, 
cooled, sweetened, poured on the pounded 
ice, and the pulp of a small Jonathan apple 
scraped and added to the ſee and covered 
with ice, It ts said this is the purest fruit 
cup that can be made. For these home made 
sherbets ho spice or wine is required when 
the ice is pounded with fruit. But canned 
fruit is not good, and only fresh pineapple 
is worth the trouble. People frequently put 
sherry. with grapefruit. But it is super- 
fluous. Part the sections carefully. peel 
each of its membranes, sprinkle with sugar— 
and this is not needed-—or honey, and you 
have an ideal cup, fruit and tonic, too,

Take four eggs, one cup of 
sugar, two ounces of butter, one-half juice 
of a fresh lemon, the same peel granted fine, 
one-half gill of rose water, one cup of cream. 
Beat the eggs, sugar, butter, lemon rind, and 
juice all well, not separating the eggs. Then 
add the flour and beat twenty minutes. Last- 
ly one scant teaspoon of soda @issolved in 
warm water and & cup of sour eream. Beat 
for ten minutes more and put in a square pan, 
warmed, lined with buttered paper. Let it 
bake in a brisk oven thirty or forty minutes, 
an even golden brown at the top—a square 
cake. en cold enough to cut split in two 
and spread with a stiff lemon jelly. Put on 
the top and let the cake stand in the ice box 
till needed. Do not use till at least twelve 
hours after baking. Do not ice the top witb 
filling or caramel. If made well the lemon 
jelly is a great improvement on other fillings 
wed it does not clog. It is delicate and sun- 
sniny.

ANARCHY INFRENGH 5 


OFFICERS OPENLY DEFY ORDERS 
OF THEIR SUPERIORS. 


Parliament Will Reform Courts nae 
tial, if It Does Not Abolish Them, 
Because of Flagrant Action in Re- 
twing to Punish Capiaine Who 
Refused to Help Enforce Church 
Laws—Catholics Divided in Atti 
tude Toward Separation.

PARIS, March 81.-~-The chamber has fin- 

ished the discussion of the budget and ad- 


‘journed to April 8. It will discuss on that 


day the question of courts-martial, which a 
large section of the majority would like to 
reform, if not to abolish entirely, asa result 
of that which happetied this week at Rennes, 
Nantes, and Bordeaux, where courts-martial 
acquitted officers who refused to aid in the 
inventories of church property. 

At Rennes a commandant andtwocaptains 
who had repelled the requisitions of civil 
authorities were convicted, with the benefit 
of the first offender’s act, which rendered 
their penalty practically nil. At Nantes and 
Bordeaux the refusals to obey had been di- 
rect on the part of officers, and they were 
acquitted by thecourt martial. The minister 
of war, in view of this open defiance, had to 
take action, and so he placed these acquitted 
officers on the retired Het without pay. That 
ig to say, he inflicted upon them a penalty 
more serious than could have been imposed 
by a court martial. 

It is none the lees disquieting to see a min- 
ister obliged to substitute his severity for the 
indulgence of officers who jointly sympathize 
with their disobedient comrades. It goes 
without saying that if the same acts had 
been committed by soldiers the penalty would 


observe, this court martial incident proves 
that the French army in the personality of its 
Officers is in a state of hostility against the 
national will as represented by parliament. 
Catholics Are Divided. 

On to this political or military anarchy 
has just been grafted a religious anarchy. 
The Catholics dre divided as to the conduct 
they ought to maintain. Certain academician 
members of parllament, obeying the infiu- 
ence of M. Brunetiere, signed a letter ad- 
dressed to the French bishops, whose plen- 
ary reunion in Paris was anticipated. This 
letter requests the bishops to ask the pope 
to make a loyal trial of the separation law. 

On the other hand, the organization of 
church associations of exalted Catholics, 
represented by L’Universe and La Verité, 
refuse to listen to such moderate counsel. 


They take advantage of the fact that fhe 


inventories of church property already hate 
overthrown one ministry and caused 4 great 
deal of disorder, They want the pope to 
give the signal for radical resistance. They 
want to see a government refusal to the plan 
of the church associations and a resort to 
force if the government, in applying the law, 
closes the churches. 

The moderates reply that the 6 
permit the value of 400,000,000 francs (80, 
000,000) of property possessed by the church 
to be placed by law at the disposal of church 
associations, and also that even this year 
the state will be called upon to deposit with 
the minister of education for allowances and 
annuities 23,000,000 francs ($4,600,000); that 
these 400,000,000 and 23,000,000 francs will 
be lost to the church if it repels the forma- 
tion of church associations. 


Fight It out in Elections.

In- 
Geed, if the water be the least rough the toss 
of the coin for choice of stations may decide 
the race. According to an old ocarsman 
of experience writing to the Sheffield Tele- 
graph a great point for criticism is the finish 
of the strokes. 

„ Oxford’s finish,” he says, “is almost 
as hard and clean as if the oars were coming 
away from something solid. You might 
think that the thud came from the blades and 
not from the riggers. The Cambridge finish 
is not nearly so good, and the worst of it is 
that No. 7 is the man who ie most noticeably 
short. He is & man with a good reputation 
for getting his hands smartly away at the 
finish, but one mervels how he does it, for 
his oar is flicking out always a big spurt 
of water that must Dring bis hands into his 
chest badly. 

Cambridge Stroke Is Faulty. 

“But one has no need to pick out a single 
man. The finibh all through is weak and 
irregolute, and the polnt is serious, for it will 
be the boat's disaster at a pinch. The Ox- 
ford boat has ä finish that would stand by * 
in the worst moments. The blades never 
weaken right up to the end of the stroke, and 
you cannot crack up a crew with that quality. 
Another point that makes the Cambridge 
fault so serious ie that it is one that comes 
out worm when thé boat fe going with the 
tide, as, of course, they go in a race. The 
other day, when the boat was paddling down 
against the tide the lack of finish wae fairly 
concealed, but in the row up, with ali the 
pressure of water against them, the blades 
looked as if they could not stand it and 
slipped up ominously. 

Oxford’s Strength to Tell. 

“Tt was a day of awkward water, and 
Cambridge seemed to take ft more steadily 
in their first strokes than Oxford did, and 
it ig quite likely that the big weights in the 
Oxford boat are not yet watermen enough 
for their size. They are apt to catch water 
on the feather, and that, too, 1 a fault 
which can be disastrous in a tight place. | 
It upsets the crew's state of mind, and means 
that, uniess a strong head is there to steady 
them dowm they soon will be all over the 
shop. 

«rhe Cambridge stroke Hes back 4 bit, 
and this fact, together with the curious 
habit another of the crew has of dropping his 
head towards his chest at the end of the 
stroke and the awkward way another has of 
slewing his body round, make the crew look 
less natural and easy, and, therefore, less 
cheerfully powerful. They are only tricks, 
not necessarily implying lese power, but they 
baffle the critical eye. The Oxford bodies 
go finely together, which is much to gay of 
a boat with such giants in. The middie of 
the Cambridge swing, however, is better than 
the weak finish would lead one to expect.”

LONDON, March 81.—Arrangements now 

are being made to test a new type ot en- 
gine,. which, if it prove successful, may 
cause a greater industrial revolution than 
that which resulted from the discovery of 
the steam engine or application of electricity 
to motive power, . 

The patentee, a Lancashire man, already 
has achieved some success as an inventor. 
This new production he describes as 8 
triple economic air engine. If the inventor 
ean justify all his claims the bustfness of 
the coal miner will be practically’ gone so 
far as industrial requirements are con- 
cerned. 

The summarized claims for the new en- 
gine are that it will save the use of ccal, and 
all the cost of fuel. It will take the place 
of steam, which will not be required to keep 
the pressure of air constant; it will drive a 
lécomotive, propel a steamehip, work a mill, 
forge, etc., without using either gas, water, 
coal, electricity, or oll; it will prevent Smoke. 


Most Powerful Type. 

The economic cylinder will be more power 
ful than any other type of cylinder of equal 
diameter. It will save the use of large boll- 
ers, and not more than two will be required 
for the large works. With two or more boil- 
ers filled with compressed air up to the 
pressure required in. each boiler the economic 
cylinder will keep up the pressure of air. If 
set to work in locomotives and other high 
pressure steam boilers, where the wear is con- 
siderable, caused by fires and the use of dirty 
water, the constant changing of tempera- 
ture and pressure all having a tendency to 
pull them to pieces, this wear and tear will 
be avoided by the use of the air engine. 


Electricity in Smelting. 

While this atill remains to be proved, doing 
away with the use of coal in smelting ap- 
pears to be am accomplished fact. J. Corbin 
Weld, deputy governor of a Canadlan com- 
pany, who now is in London, said yesterday 
he had recefved information of an important 
experiment proving that smelting would be 
achieved by electricity.

Each Face Rich in Design. 

It is a square building with its back to the 
road, but each face is as rich as the others 
in design, and the face towards the road is 
made up df four bays or slightly recessed 
spaces running up nearly to the cornice and 
round, arched at the top.

pillars of cream white terra cotta, from 


which arches of the same material spring, 
Four spaces, save for long, severely cut win- 
dows, are made of highly glased green bricks 
of a rich sea color.

Effect of Color Pleasing. 

The effect of the masses of rich color, 
cooled by pillare, arches, and cornices of 
cream white terra cotta is one of splendid 
harmony, and the whole house is crystallised 
into a picture of perfectly balanced parts 
and most beautiful bies, 

The center of the ititerior is a lofty 
ball, the walls of whieh now ere in ‘of 
being faced with peacock blue tiles of deep 
tints.

LONDON, March 17.—An ancient monument which must be described as one of the 
most curious and interesting in London is just now attracting attention owing to the 
necessity of its renovation. This is the tablet which was erected by Horace Walpole in 
1757 to Theodore I., king of Corsica, who, while in London, distinguished himself by pawn- 
ing his kingdom for the benefit of his creditors. 
This singular monument stands in the courtyard of St. Anne’s church, Soho, in the 
heart of London. At one time St. Anne’s was a fashionable fane, attended by the great 
of the land; but now it is tucked ineconspicuously away in Wardour street, not far from 
Piccadilly circus. The curious inscription on the tomb of the hard up monarch frequently 
attracts the attention of American visitors to London. Here is the inscription:

He subjugated the wild inhab- 
itants and was proclaimed king. The king, it seems, was able to obtain considerable 
credit on the strength of his kingship, and, by pawning his realms, he managed to live, 
Finally, however, his creditors seized the august person of the king himself and cast his 
majesty into @ debtor's prison. After lingering in durance vile for several months he was 


liberated in conformity with the insolvent’s act. Three days later he died.

known actors came from the shop. 

Everybody who has ever seen Charles A. 
Bigelow, who supported Anna Held for so 
long, end who now, after various experi- 
ences with Weber & Fields and with Joe 
Weber's stock company, is going back with 
Anna Held, knows that Bigelow's head is as 
destitute of hair as the traditional billiard 
ball. His baldness is part of his stock in 
trade as a comedian. 

But few people who behold the elongated De 
Wolf Hopper know that the brown hair that 
he wears can be taken off and put on without 
trouble. He has worn a toupée for years. 
Robert Mantell is another leading actor ot 
whom nature has shorn the thatch she gave 
him in his youth.
